LONDON,  July  16.  . 

CONVENTION, 
Between  his  Majefty  and  the  Emperor  of 
the  Romans. 
Signed  at  Vienna,  June  20,  1S00. 
His  Majefty,  the  Emperor  of  the  Ro- 
mans, King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia, 
and  his  Majefty  the-  King  of  Great  Britain, 
have  judged  that  it  was  conformable  to 
the  intertill  of  their  Crowns,  and  to  the 
good  of  the  common  caufe,  to  concert 
with  each  other  on  the  beft  manner  of  gi- 
ving effect  to  the  union  of  their  efforts  a- 
gainil  the  common  enemy  in  the  prefent 
Campaign.  In  confequence  of  which  the 
Baron  De  Thugut,  Grand  Crofs  of  the 
order  of  St.  Stephen,  his  Imperial  Maje- 
fty's  minrfterof  conferences,,  &  commiffary 
general  &  minifter  Plenipotentiary  in  his 
prov{nces  of  Italy,  Ittria,  &  Dalmatia,&c. 
and  the  Right  Hon.  Gilbert  Lord  Minto, 
Peer  pfGreat  Britain,  one  of  his  Britannic 
majefty's  molt  honorable  Privy  Council, 
&  iiis  Epvoy  Extraordinary  and  Minifter 
Plenipotentiary  to  the  Court  of  Vienna, 

■  being  furniflicd  on  the  pari  or"  their  afore- 
faid  Imperial  and  Britanic  Majefties,  with 
the  powers  requifite  for  difcuffing  and  ar- 
ranging this  important  object — the  faid 
plenipotentiaries,  after  having  refpective- 
ly  exchanged  their  full  powers,  have  a- 
greed  upon  the  following  articles  : — 

Art.  I.  In  order  to  relieve  the  prtfiing 
necefiiiies  of  the  finances  of  his  Imperial 
Majefty,  underthe  enormous  expences  al- 
ready incurred,  and  which  remain  to  be 
incufred  during  tiie  prefent  campaign,  his 
Britanic  Majefty  lliall  advance  to  his  a- 
bovementioned  Imperial  Majefty  by  way 
of  Loan,  the  fum  of  £2,000,0000  fterl. 
This  fum  (hall  be  divided  into  three  parts 
and  paid  at  three  different  periods  pref- 
erably in  fpecie  :  lb  that  the  firft  third 
j£666,666  13s.  4d.  fliall  be  paid  in  the 
lirll  days  of  the  month  of  Julv  ;  the  fecond 
third  of  the  like  fum  in  the  firft  days  of 
September;  and  the  remaining  third  in 
the  firft  days  of  the  month  of  December. 

Art.  II.  During  the  whole  continu- 
ance ofthe  war,  andduringthe  fix  months 
which  fliall  follow  the  conclulion  of  a 
peace  between  Auftria  and  France,  his 
Imperial  Majefty  lliall  not  be  bound  to 
pay  any  interdt  upon  the  fum  of  two. 
millions  advanced,  as  ftipulated  in  the 
preceeding  article.  Great  Britain  con- 
lented  to  take  this  charge  uponTier  own 
account  until  the  period  above  mention- 
ed :  Baton  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  fix  months  after  the  conclulion  of 
peace,  his  Imperial  Majefty  ihall  pay  for 
the  future  to  the  Britifh  Government,  or 
to  the  individuals  who  fliall  be  pointed 
out  by  the  Britilh  Government,  an  annu- 
al rent  6r  annual  rents,  making  altoge- 
ther the  amount  of  the  ijiterefts of  the 
two  millions  advanced?  which  intereft 
(hall  be  calculated  at  the  fame  rate  as  the 
interefts  of  the  loan  made  on  account  of 
the  Britifh  Govei  Ltnejgc  in  the  prefent 
year.  His  Imperial  Jftajefty  fliall  more- 
over pay  annually  to  tiv.  Britilh  Govern- 
ment the  fum  of  fzo^poo  fterling  at  two 
periods,  that  is  to  fay, 10,000  every  fix 
•months,  which  fum  will  be  employed  in 
the  fucceflive  purc'hafe  and  reduction  of 
the  principal  of  the  two  millions,  accord- 
ing to  the  method  adopted  by- the  Britilh 
Government  in  its  own  loans. 

Arr.  III.  Their  Imperial  and  Britanic 
M  »j  sfties  mutually  promife  each  other  to 
carry  on  the  war  againft  the  French  Re- 
public, during  the  prefent  campaign,  with 

^all  poffible  vigour  and  to  employ  in  it  all 
their  refpeelive  means  by  land  and  lea 
Concerting  together,  as  occafion  fliall  re- ' 
quire,  on  the  molt  advantageous  manner 
of  reciprocally  employing  their  forces  by 
land  and  fea  to  the  fupport  of  their  ope- 
rations againft  the  common  enemy.    His  ] 
Imperial  Majefty  fliall  be  careful  to  com- 
plete his  armies  of  Germany  and  of  Italy  ■ 
in  proportion  to  the  loffes  which  they  1 
have  fuftained,  in  order  always,  as  far  as  • 
poffible,  to  act  againft  the  enemy  with  the 
Fame  number  of  effective  men,  conforma- 
blv  to  the  ltatements  which  his  Imperial 
Majefty  caufed  to  be  confidentially  com- 
municated to  the  Britifh  Government  on 
the  opening  ofthe  campaign. 

Art.  IV.  The  Bavarian  troops,  thofe 
of  Wurtemberg,  and  the  Swifs  regiments 
in  the  pay  of  Great  Britain,  fliall  be  at 
the  difpolition  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  to 
form  a  part  of  his  army  in,  Germany,  and 


to  be  employed  there  in  operations  againft 
the  enemy,  in  conformity  to  the  Conven- 
tions and  Capitulations  concluded  on 
this  fubject  bv  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
His  Britanic  Majefty  ihall  take  the  nc- 
ceffary  meafuresfor  the  reinforcement  of 
the  armv  of  his  Imperial  Majefty  in  Ger- 
many he  as  great  a  number  as  poffible  of 
German  and  Swifs  troops. 

Art.  V,  Their  Imperial  and  Britanic 
Majefties  engage  during  the  whole  conti- 
nuance of  the  prefent  contention  not  to 
make  a  feparate  peace  with  the  French 
rebulic,  without  the  previous  ande'xprefs 
con  fen  t  of  each  other.  They  engage  like- 
wife  not  to  treat  with  the  enemy,  nor  to 
make  overtures  either  for  a  private  peace 
or  receive  from  him  any  ageneral  pacifi- 
cation,without  making,  mutually, commu- 
nications of  them  with  opennefs,  and  act- 
ing in  every  refpect  in  perfect  concert. 

Ait.  VI...  The  duration  of  the  prefent 
Convention  is  fixed  for  the  term  of  one- 
year,  to  be  computed  from  the  ift  of 
March,  lb'oo,  until  the  end  of  February 
1801.  From  the  month  of  December, 
immediately  after  the  acquittal  ofthe  lalt 
payment  of  the  ftipulated  advances  the 
two  High  Contracting  Parlies  ill  a  i  1  enter 
into  deliberation  and  confidential  expla- 
nation upon  the  determinations  that 
they  may  think  neceffary  to  adopt  for  the 
future,  according  to  circumllaiu  es,  and 
their  mutual  convenience. 

Art.  VII.  The  prefent  Convention 
Ihall  be  ratified  in  due  form  by  their  Im- 
perial and  Britanic  Majefties,  and  the  ref- 
pective  ratifications  mall  be  exchanged 
at  Vienna,  in  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or 
lbo:ier  if  poffible. 

In  witaefs  whereof,  We,  the underfign- 
ed,  furnifiied  with  the  full  powers  of  th.ir 
Imperial  and  Britanic  Majefties,  have  in 
their  names  (igned  the  prefent  c  mventi- 
on,  and  have  affixed  thereunto  the  feal  of 
out  arms.

ARMY  OF  ITALY. 
Turin,  7  Melfidor  June  26. 
I  The  army  of  refervc  and  that  of  Italy 
for  no  longer  but  one  and  the  fame  un- 
der the  name  of  the  army  of  Italy.  Gen. 
Maffena  is  commander  in  chief  of  the 
whole.  Gen.  Berthier  has  arrived  at  Tu- 
rin to  org&niie  the  government  of  Pied- 
mont. General  Souchet  took  poffeflion 
of  all  the  fortifications  of  Genoa  on  the 
4th'.  The'wholc  of  the  artillery  we  left 
there  remains,  together  with  fomc  pie- 
ces belonging  to  the  Auftrians.  The  En- 
glifli  were  only  able  to  carry  off  ten  pie- 
ces, which  were  ftationed  on  the  Mole. 
The  Auftria n  troops  which  formed  the 
garrifou  of  Genoa  marched  out  on  the  4th 
and  5th  at  four  in  the  morning — M.  de 
Hohenzollern,  Who  commanded  in  Genoa, 
conducted  himfelf  with  opennefs,  dignity, 
and  honor — Savona  and  Ceva  are  occupi- 
ed by  the  French  army — 'I  he  Chief  Con- 
ful  arrived  here  to  day.  He  alighted  at 
the  citadel,  which  he"'infpected,  and  ha- 
ving furveyed  it,  immediately  departed. 
We  have  found  there  hnmence  magazines. 
In  one  alone  we  found  more  than  8000 
pair  of  blankets  for  the  hofpital.  The  ci- 
tadel of  Turin  is  fuperb — it  tontains  more 
than  300  pieces  of  cannon.  It  is  rah  u-. 
lated  that  the  artillery  of  all  the  places 
furrendered  by  the  convention  of  the  7 
Prairial  amounts  to  more  than  2000  pie- 
ces, and  the  gunpowder  found  in  them  to 
two  millions  of  pounds.  ' 

ARMY  OF  THE  RHINE. 
Letter  from  Gen.  Moreau,  commander  in 
Chief  of  the  army  of  the  Rhine,  to  the 
Minifter  at  War. 

M  N:resboln,  5  fttessidor,  June  24. 
"  I  fend  you  a  copy  of  my  difpatchea 
to  the  Chief  Conful,  respecting  the  bat- 
tle of  Hochftedt.  Gen  Kray  abandons 
Ulm.  This  fuccefs  is  of  the  higheft  im- 
portai.  >'t  ;  but  it  was  an  arduous  talk  to 
obtain  it.  Reprefent  to  yourfelf  a  river 
patted  without  boats  without  bridges,  in  a 
word,  only  by  fwimming  and  courage.

Conful.  by  general  Moreau,  commander 
in  chief  of  the  Army  of  the  Rhine. 

Heucl-^u<:riers,  Dii/engen, 
.  .  ,  3  Messidor,  June  22. 

At  length  Citizen  Conful,  we  fliall 
compel  gen.  Kray  to  abandon  Ulm,  his 
chief  fupport.  A  deciffive  fuccefs  has 
juft  procured  us  the  double  advantage  o! 
almolt  deciding  on  the  fate  of  Germany, 
and  of  vindicating  French  honor  from  a 
defeat  at  the  beginning  of  this  century. 
I  fondly  hope,  that  it  will  have  fome  in- 
fluence in  the  negotiations  which  your 
victories  in  Italy  are  on  the  point  of  o- 
pening.  Obfcrving  that  the  Auftrian  ar- 
my kept  clofe  to  its  camp  at  Ulm,  which 
gave  it  the  advantage  of  eafily  debouching 
on  both  banks  of  the  Danube,  while  it 
coniequently  prevented  us  from  making 
any  material  progrefs  in  German)-;  and 
not  having  been  inclined  to  give  battle  at 
Blaubeuren,  left  the  enemy  fliould  avail 
himfelf  of  my  movement,  in  order  to  ad- 
vance upon  Mimmingen,  connect  himfelf 
with  the  Tyrol,  and  fend  down  into  Italy 
a  corps  of  troops  that  might  have  much 
em  bar  rafted  you,  I  determined  to  make 
Gen.  Lecourbe  execute  feveral  manoeu- 
vres upon  the  Lech,  in  the  hopes  that  I 
fliould  thereby  force  Gen.  Krav,  to  march 
to  protect  Bavaria,  but  he  continued  to 
manoeuvre  in  our  rear,  the  battle  of  the 
16th  (June  5,)  which  he  loft,  obliged  him 
to  repafs  the  Danube. — I  then  formes!  the 
project  of  palling  that  river  below  Ulm, 
that  I  might  thus  feparate  him  from  his 
magazines  at  Donawerth  and  Ratifbon, 
and  by  this  means  compel  him  to  with- 
j  draw  or  come  to  battle.  This  movement 
J  was  both  difficult  and  dangerous,  as  we 
'  had  neither  bridges  nor  boats,  the  enemy 
having  deftroyed  the  former  and  funk  the 
skitter.  I  reinforced  general  Lecourbc-'s 
corps  with  five  oattallions  and  five  regi- 
ments of  cavalry  ;  and  I  charged  him  to 
take  poffeftion  of.one  of  the  bridges  on  the 
Danube,  between  Delliagen  and  Dona- 
werth. Lecourbe  executed  this  move- 
ment with  an  intrepidity  worthy  of  the 
higheft  prifes. —  After  having  fecured  the 
poils  of  Landberg  and  Auglburg,  and  left 
in  them  a  fufficient  force  to  protect  his 
rear  againft  the  corps  of  the  prince  de 
Reufs,  ftationed  in  the  Tyrol,  and  whom 
generals  Nanfouti,  and  Moliter  have  de- 
feated every  time  he  attempted  to  dehoa- 
che,  he  advanced  towards  Dillingen,  and 
Blenheim,  and  Hochftedt.  I  advanced 
the  right  wing  of  Gen.  Grenier's  dorps  to 
the  Danube,  at  Gunzburg,  and  the  left  of 
Kifendroff.  Gen.  Richepanfe  placed  up- 
on the  two  banks  of  the  Iller,  covered  the 
road  from  Ulm  to  Mimmengen,  and  pro- 
tected our  communication  with  Switzer- 
land which  were  much  threatened  by  the 
detachment  of  the  enemy.  Ths  three  di- 
visions of  referve,  under  my  immediate 
command,  were  between  the  Kamlac 
and  the  Mindal,  deltined  to  fupport  the 
attack  of  general  Lecourbe,  in  cafe  it 
fliould  fucceed,  and  the  attack  wh.h  gen. 
Grenierwas  to  make  upon  Gunzburg,  in 
cafe  the  former  fliould  fail. 

The  army  was  fituatcd  on  the  20th 
Priarial,  (June  18.)    After  feveral  acti- 


drons  of  the  firft  regiment  of  carribinecrs, 
conducted  by  citizen  Gimblot.  They  had 
juft  paffed,  one  by  one,  over  the  bridge  of 
Greniheim  ;  they  were  joined  by  fome 
huffars,  belonging  to  general  Lecourbe's 
efcort;  they  ov  erpowered  a  body  of  tlfe 
enemy's  cavalry  ;  three  times  their  num- 
ber, took  fix  pieces  of  cannon,  250  hor- 
tes,  and  feveral  (land  of  colours  ;  4  pie- 
ces of  artillery,  which  the  enemy  Pent  is  a 
reinforcement,  were  alfo  carried  away; 
the  whole  ofthe  corps  that  came  fro.,! 
Donawerth,  was  aim  oft  cb  ftrOyed,  the  hi  i- 
gade  of  general  Level  let  out  in  piirfuitof 
them  ;  it  remained  to  make  head  againft 
the  corps  that  was  caning  from  Hoch- 
ftedt, Dillengen,  and  Ltfvingen.  After 
leveral  charges,  in  which  the  carril  •- 
neers,  cuicafliers,  the  pth  and  6th  cavi- 
ty, and  9th  huffars  diftinguiflied  tl .-. 
felves,  we  took  3000  prifohers  feveral 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  (land  of  coloj  .  s. 
The  etiemv's  '.res  had  been  confidera- 
biy  encouraged  ;  the  ttoops  from  Ulm  j-.  j 
gan  to  arrive, hut  the  bridges  pfl  lillinj  in'

fumed  the  enemy  would  attempt  the  ;.  ; 
day.  General  Grenier  had  likewi  1  - 
pared  himfelf  to  pafsth  :  Danube  at  Gun;  - 
burg;  but  the  enelny,  who  had  antece- 
dently cut  down  fome  arches  ofthe  bridge 
had  covered  the  part  which  remained  on 
ins  fide  withdraw,  tar,  and  other  combuf- 
tible  materials,  that  were  to  confume  it 
at  the  moment  of  our  attack.  This  the 
enemy  did  not  fail  to  execute  the  moment 
they  faw  our  fwimmers  plunge  into  the 
water.  Some  of  the  latter  had  the  hardi- 
hood to  attempt  to  extinguilh  the  fire  bus 
it  was  impofffble.

General  Lecourbe,  who  difpi^ed  on  this 
occafion  the  n  oft  diftinguilh'cd  courage 
and  talents,  was  perfefJ>  Well  feconded 
by  generals  Gudin,  Mor.trichard  Defpag- 
ne,LavaUJSehirier,ami  I  uted.  The  corps 
of  cavalry  conducted  by  generals  Houtpok 
and  DeflWgoe  have  done  prodigies  of  cou- 
rage, i  fu  condiu  jt  of  the  fwimmers, 
t omnaanded' by  citizen  Degrometrl,  is  a 
:  ain  of  intrepidic\  of  which  there  are 
.ew examples.  Citizen  Cahan  and  G  '!- 
bort  iuperintended  the  operations  of  t,  s 
artillery  and  the  engineers,  and  difplayed 
equaljkill  and  bYavery.

ons,  in  which  the  enemy  was  compelled  I'  thole  to  Whom  I  have  given  advan 
to  fall  back  upon  Ulm,  general  Lecourbe,  I  and 
on  that  day,  made  fome  demonitrations 
on  the  Bridge  of  Dillingen,  and  in  confe- 
quence of  the  report  made  by  his  reconnoi- 
tering parties,  he  determined  feriouily  to 
attempt  the  bridges  of  Grenfheim,  Blen- 
herm,&  Hochftedt.  Eiglity  naked  fwim- 
mers armed  with  mulketsand  knapfacjes, 
which  were  fer.t  over  after  them,  in  two' 
very  fm  all  boats,  took  poffeilion  of  the  vil 
lages  of  Greniheim,  and  Blenheim,  and 
made  themfelves  mailers  of  fome  pieces  of 
cannon,  which  were  manned  by  artillery 
men  who  had  paffed  over  on  ladders  pla- 
ced upon  the  wrecks  of  the  bridge  ;  all  of 
them  maintained  their- petitions  with  ex- 
traordinary courage,  while  a  number  of 
miners  and  bridge  builders  were  employ- 
ed, under  the.  enemy's  fire,  in  repairing 
the  bridges  over  which  a  force  was  paffed 
to  oppofe  the  reinforcements  which  the 
enemy  were  polling  towards  the  point 
where  the  objectof  the  attacks  could  be  no 
longer  doubtful.  The  94th  demi-br- 
gade  palled  over  after  the  fwimmers,  and 
with  the  greateft  bravery  maintained 
themfelves  in  the  villages  of  Greniheim, 
of  Blenheim,  Cangenau,  and  Schavengen, 
where  gen.  Mavigni  was  Sightly  wound- 
ed; but  this  demi-brigade  would  have 
found  it  extremely  difficult  to  maintain 
thefe  pofitions,  notwithstanding  the  exer- 
tions of  the  heroic  courage,  were  it  not 
for  a  very  vigorous  ttt&Ck  ^  two  fqiu- 


ks  of  honor.  I  will  fend  you  the 
color.,  s  by  citizen  Vacelay,  aid-de-camp 
to  general  J  mourbe,  and  by  the  officer 
who  comma  ded  the  fwimmers.  The  16th 
and  37th  light  brigade,  the  fii  ft  battallior.

battle  have  given  reiterated  proofs  of  in- 
trepidity. The  lofs  of  the  enemy,  with- 
out including  the  killed  and  wounded,  is 
about  5,000  prifoners,  20  pieces  of  ca:  - 
non,  and  5  ftand  of  colours.  The  follow- 
ing day  the  6th  regiment  ofchaffeurs  took 
a  convoy  of  waggons  loaded  with  corn. 
Kray  has  juft  quitted  Ulm,  and  is  report- 
ed to  be  advancing  to  attack  us.  Yi'e 
intend  to  fave  him  half  the  way.

RETROSPECT  OF  POLITICS. 

From  the  (London)  General  Evening  Poll, 
of  Satin  day  July  5  h. 
W e  regret  to  lay,  that  lince  our  laft 
Retrofpect,  the  apprehenfions  which  we 
then  entertained  have  been  realized  in  1- 
taly,  to  their  full  eft  extent  ;  and  all  our 
hopes  and  wiihes  have  been  fruftrated,  by 
the  overwhelming  numbers  of  the  enemy, 
and  the  ill  fortune  of  the  Auftrian  armies. 
—We  proceed  to  the  talk  impofed  on  us, 
of  tracing  in  a  brief,  but  perfpicuous  man- 
ner, the  events  that,  in  all  probability, 
will  lead  to  a  termination  of  the  war  be- 
tween Auftria  and  the  French  Republic. 

It  has  been  before  dated,  that,  as  loon 
as  General  Melas  was  undeceived  re f peek- 
ing the  forces  and  deligns  of  the  French 
Confular  Army  of  Referve,  he  fent  from 
Turin  orders  to  general  Ott,  before  Ge- 
noa to  raife  the  blockade  of  that  fort  re  fs  ; 
but,  in  the  then  imperfect  ftate  of  our  in- 
formation, we  conlidered  as  fortunate  the 
accident  by  which  this  order  had  been 
counteracted.  On  better  grounds,  we 
row  experience  the  unpleafant  reflection 
that,  had  general  Ott,  promptly  obeyed 
the  order,  t he  refult  might  have  been 
more  favorable  to  our  Allies,  or  the  deci- 
fion  at  leaft  protracted  till  the  neceflar) 
adi'lanee  could  have  been  afforded  for 
turning  the  fortune  of  the  field.  It  ap- 
pears, that,  on  general  Melas's  perciev- 
ing  the  aJU  incea  of  Buonaparte's  forces 
into  Lorobardy, in  his  anxiety  to  prevent 
the"  enemy  from  crofting  the  Ho,  he  iffued, 
on  the  ad.  ult.  the  moll  urgent  orders  to 
the  Commanders  i«  the  Genoefe,  to  march 
and  defend  the  paftage  of  that  river,  and 
cover  fortona  and  Ai.-ff.indria. 

As  the  French  did  not  pafs  t!ie  Po  till 
the  7th,  and  the  march  from  Genoa  thi- 
ther was  at  lead  performed  by  Gen.  Ott 
in  three  days,  it  teems  very  probable  th  it, 
had  his  olficers  immediately  obeyed  the 
orders  from  Melas  of  the  id.  he  migiii 
have  accomplished  the  important  object 
fpecilically  required,  fome  at  leaft,  of  the 
Auftrian  magazines  might  have  been  fa- 
ved  ;  and  the  imperial  chief  gained  tim< 
to  devife  means  either  of  defence  or  re 
treat.  Fate,  however  had  ordained  other- 
wife.  General  Ott,  preferred  waiting 
to  receive  Maffena's  furrender,  which  oc- 
cupied him  till  the  8th. *  He  then  crof- 
fed  the  Appenines  wit h  15,000  men,  and 
arrived  on  the  5th  at  Voghera,  where  Ik 
was  joined  by  5000  who  had  been  ftationed 
for  the  defence  of  the  Po,  but  had  been 
driven  back  by  the  French  when  they 
paffed  that  river. 

The  French  army  under  Berthierf,  as 
our  readers  ma)'  recollect,  had  affembled 
at  Stradella  ;  but  its  advanced  guard  un- 
der Laiines,  was  at  Broni  (about  midway 
between  Stradella  and  Voghera)at  the 
time  general  Ott  reached  the  Latterplace. 
The  next  dav  (the  oth)Lannes  pulhed  his 
divifidn  forward,  fupported  by  Victor  and 
Watrin.  and  found  the  Imperial  army 
cupying  the  heights  of  Cafteggio,  a  vil- 
lage about  halfway  between  Voghera  and 
the  Po,  and  between  the  former  place  and 
Broni.  Here  the  enemy  commented  the 
attacks  about  noon  ;  and  after  a  moll 
ftinate  coined,  in  which  the  numbers  on 
each  fide  leemed  to  have  been  pretty  e- 
qual,  and  the  advantage  was  for  a  long 
time  doubtful,  nay,  in  many  points  in  fa- 
vor" of  the  Auftrians,  the  latter  were  al 
length  Broken,  and  re  pulled  as  far  a; 
Montebell  ..with  thelofi  of  3300  killed 
and  wouil  led,  five  pieces  of  cannon,  and 
3001  prifoners. 

By  this  time  the  Auftrian  chief,  Melas, 
finding  that  the  Pohad  been  parted  by  the 
enemy,  quitted  Turin,  and  concentrated 
his  forces  at  Aleffandria.  General  Ott 
continually  preffed  bv  the  French  armv 
flatbed  with  its  late  fuccefles,  fell  back  on 
Tortona,  and  continued  his  retreat  to-  ' 
wards  Aleffandria.  When,  however,  he 
had  reached  Marengo,  a  village  three  j 
miles  E.  of  that  city,  and  about  a  mile 
E.  of  the  Bormida,  he  was  overtaken  by 
the  French  army  with  the  chief  C.onful  at 
its  head,  who  had  polled  from  Milan,  and 
croffed  the  Po,  the  very  day  whereon 
the  battle  of  Cafteg'gio  was  fought.  Me- 
las now  joined  his  forces  to  thole  of  Ott, 
attacked  the  advanced  guard  of  the  ene- 
emv  under  Gardantfe,at  fevenin  the  mor- 
ning  of  the  14th,  and  the  battle  foon  be-

came  general.-— As  a  very  minute  official 
detail  of  this  ever-to-be-remembered  acti- 
on was  given  in  our  laft  news— — it  will 
he  only  neceffary  here  td  ftate,  in  general 
terms,  that  the  battle  la  (led  14  hours, the 
opponent  armies  being  all  the  time  with- 
in mulket-lhot  of  each  other  ;  and  prodi- 
gies of  valor  were  exhibited  on  both  fides. 
— At  the  commencement  the  advantage 
was  with  the  Imperialifts,  who  had  made 
900  prifoners  ;  more  than  60  pieces  of 
cannon  were  fcveral  times  taken  and  re- 
taken ;  twelve  charges  of  cavalry  were 
made  with  various  fuccefs,  the  Auftrians 
conftantly  making  the  advances  ;  and  fo 
late  as  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  vic- 
toiy  leemed  ready  to  declare  itfclf  in  fa- 
vor of  Melas,  whofe  cavalry  routed  the 
whole  French  line,  which  retreated  in  dif 
order  to  the  village  of  St.  Julien,  where, 
however,  Deffuix  was  polled  with  a  corps 
de  referve.  Here  the  French  rallied, and 
attacked  in  their  turn,  led  on  by  genera! 
Deffaix,  who  was  killed  in  the  charge. 
The  firft  conful,  who  felt  the  importance 
of  the  moment,  daflied  into  the  midll  of 
the  fquadrons,  animated  them  by  his  ex- 
maple  and  decided  the  victory.  General 
Melas  now  attempted  to  retire  towards 
Genoa  ;  but  the  French  general  Cham- 
bran,  who  having  been  ftationed  at  Bardo 
had  followed  the  Auftrian  chief  from  Tu- 
rin, manoeuvred  in  his  rear  and  cut  off 
ins  retreat. 

The  next  morning  (the  15th,)  finding 
the  fortune  of  the  day  fo  decidedly  with 
the  French  army,  Melas  judged  it  proper 
to  fend  general  Skall  to  Buonaparte;  with 
propofals  for  an  armiftice  ;  and  a  conven- 
tion was  afterwards  figned  by  himfelf  on 
the  one  part  and  the  French  general  Ber- 
ihier  on  the  other,  by  which  the  enemy 
vvere  put  in  poffellion  of  twelve  of  the 
(Irongeft  towns  and  fortuities  in  Italy, 
/iz. .Tortona,  Aleffandria,  Milan,  Turin, 
Pizzighitone,  Arona,  Placentia,Coni,  Ce- 
va,  U rhino,  Savona,  and  Genoa  ;  the  Au- 
■Irians  only  retain  Mantua,  Ptlcierah, 
Uorgo  Forte,  Fcrrara,Tufcany,  and  Anco- 
tia.  The  armiftice  was  Stipulated  to  con- 
tinue till  an  anfwer  could  be  received 
from  the  emperor  ;:f;  but,  whatever  might 
be  the  refult,  neither  army  was  to  recom- 
mence hoftilities  without  giving  ten  days 
notice.  The  lofs  of  the  Imperialifts  in 
fhe  dreadful  battle  of  Marengo,  is  ilated 
by  general  Berthier  at  3000  killed,  5000 
wounded  (in  eluding  7  generals  and  400  in- 
ferior officers,)  7000  prifoners,  11  ftand- 
irds,  and  26  pieces  of  cannon.  That  of 
.he  enemy  at  800  killed  (including  gen. 
Deffaix,  who  had  juft  returned  from  E- 
gvpt,)  1000  wounded,  and  1,100  prlfon- 
ers.  General  Melas  is  now  on  the  route 
to  Mantua,  with  the  whole  of  the  auftri- 
.in  army. 

From  the  Genoefe  coaft,  Suchet  has  re- 
ported to  the  rainifter  of  war  at  Paris,  that 
in  his  operations  again  ft  General  Elfnitz, 
between  the  27th  of  May,  and  the  6th  of 
June,  he  had  taken  7000  prifoners  and  30 
pieces  of  cannon.  If  we  may  believe  the 
French  journals,  the  execution  of  the  ar- 
ticle of  the  convention  figned  by  general 
Melas,  respecting  the  furrender  of  Geno- 
a,  met  with  fome  ohilruction  on  the  part 
af  the  Britiftt  admiral  lord  Keith;  who 
at  firft  made  fome  objection  to  delivering  up 
1  be  artillery  foundthecein,andparticularly 
afferted  a  claim  to  either  the  poffellion  or 
the  ranfom  of  1 19  veffels  winch  he  had 
found  in  the  harbour,  and  which  i:e  inlif- 
ted  were  his  lawful  prizes,  as  the 
have  entered  after  the  port  had  been  de- 
clared in  a  ftate  of  blockade.  YTe  have 
not,  however,  yet  feen  the  brave  admiral's 
Itatement  on  this  fubjeel. 

In  Suabia,  the  Imperialifts  ftill  contin- 
ue on  the  defenfive  ;  but  do  not  feem 
(trong  enough  effectually  to  impede  the 
progrefs  or  the  ennemv. — Auglburgh 
was  taken  by  general  Lecoiybe  on  the 
28th  May'  afterwards  evacuated,  and  a- 
gain  taken  poffellion  of  on  the  12th  ult.. 
The  principal  object  of  Moreau  at  prefent 
evidently  is,  to  cut  off  from  general  Kray,' 
in  Ulna,  the  fupplies  which  he  has  hither • 
todrawn  fromDonawe'jrtand  Ingolftadtby 

the  navigation  of  the  Danube  In  pur- 

fuance  of  this  defign,  Lecourbe,  with  the 
right  wing  of  the  army,  on  the  21ft  ult. 
forced  the  paffage  of  tbe  Danube  between 
Dillengen  and  the  memorable  village  of 
IMenhiem,  after  a  fevere  conteft  with  the 
force  under  general  Stzarray,  who  loll 
(the  French  fay)  4000  prifoners,  and  14 
pieces  of  cannon.  The  Hamburg  papers 
fpeak  of  armies  of  Referve,  and  other 
ample  preparations  by  forced  levies  in 
Germany,  for  carrying  on  the  campaign; 
but  thefe  orders  having  been  iffued  long 
before  the  late  difallrous  events  took 
place,  it  is  very  uncertain  at  prefent 
whether  the- Emperor  will  perfevere  in 
the  conteft.  Meanwhile  the  confular 
chief  feems  to  be  arranging  a  powerful 
plan  of  operations  againft  the  German  ar- 
my of  Suabia,  in  cafe  the  anfwer  of  his 


Imperial  majefty  iliould  not  put  an  end  to 

tl'ie  campaign.  'While  general  St.  Su- 
zanne, on  the  right  wing  of  Moreau,  is 
preparing  to  make  an  irruption  with  a 
confide rable  force  (which  has  been  col- 
lcclcd  near  Mcntz)  into  Franconia,  the 
divifion  of  the  army  of  referve  under  ge- 
neral Moncey  ir-  marching  with  25,006 
men  from  the  Milanefe  through  the  Val- 
teline,  to  attack  the  Grifons,  the  princi- 
pal pafs  between  Italy  and  Germany. — 
Should  this  plan  fucceed,  with  a  French 
armv  polled  in  Franconia,  another  in  Ba- 
varia, and  a  third  advancing  from  Swit- 
zerland, marihal  Kray  mull  be  reduced  to 
the  neoeffity  of  trying  the  fate  of  battle, 
or  fubmitting  to  a  blockade,  by  a  very  iu- 
perior  force. 

Another  Secret  P'xpedition,  of  confi- 
derable  magnitude, is  in  aflate  of  forward- 
nefs.  Large  embarkations  of  troops 
have  taken  place  at  Deal,  Portfmouth  and 
Plymouth  ;  at  the  former  of  which  pla- 
ces forty  pieces  of  battering  cannon  have 
been  (nipped;  The  Quidnuncs,  as  ufual 
have  been  prying;  into  the  fecrets  of  its 
deftinatiou,  and  feem  to  have  come  at  laft 
to  the  fage  conclufion,  that  it  is  either 
intended  to  attack  the  Wellern  coaft  of 
France,  the  Dutch  province  of  Zealand, 
or  the  French  army  in  Egypt  !  !  ? 

A  Quadruple  Alliance  is(we  know 
not  on  what  foundation)  faid  in  the  Ger- 
man rapers  to  he  forming  between  Ruf- 
fia,  Pruffia,  Sweden  and  Denmark,  for  re 
ftoring  peace  to  Europe.  Every  thing, 
indeed,  fe-m?  at  prefent  to  lead  to  a  fup- 
pofition,  that  Auftria  will  foon  come  to 
terms  with  the  French  Republic  ;  hut 
the  proceedings  in  Parliament  do  not  en- 
courage  any  very  fanguine  hope,  that 
this  country  will  he  able,  in  confequence 
to  relax  its  exertions. 

Yefterdav  a  qtiarterlv  general  court 
was  held  at  the  bank.  The  governor  fta-

A  report  was  fo  prevalent  in  the  city, 
fo  confidentially  circulated  yefterdav,  Sac 
general  armiftice  beingconcluded  be  1  w«  e  :i 
France  and  Auftria,  that  when  in  the  e-' 
veiling  we  received  the  Paris  Journals  to 
the  21ft  a  day  later  than  thofe  which  ar- 
rived on  Tuefday,  we  expected  to  find  th» 
armiftice  officially  announced  in  the  Mo- 
niteur,  but  on  the  contrary,  the  flighted 
notice  is  not  taken  of  any  fuch  event.' 
The  only  intelligence  in  the  papers  is  aa 
account  of  an  engagement  on  the  lith^ 
near  Frankfort,  where  the  Auftrians  at- 
tacked St.  Suzanne,  and  after  a  very  waijdf 
action,  which  lafted  the  whole  of  the  dav , 
we  fufpect  the  French  were  defeated. 
Rut  thefe  armies  ?re  playiug  a  fmall  part 
on  the  theatre  of  war,  and  their  operati- 
ons are  of  little  comparative  intereft.  By 
a  letter  from  Nuremburg  it  appears,  that 
a  detachment  of  French  troops,  confuting 
of  1400  men,  are  coming  from  thence  by' 
Wurtzburgh,  to  lake  the  Auftrians  near 
Frankfort  in  rear.  This  is  the  fafhion  of 
the  prefent  campaign.  Moreau  took 
Kray  in  rear  at  Stockach  andUlm:  Buo- 
Qnapartetook  Melas  in  rear  in  Italy  ;  and 
if  the  Imperial  troops  near  Frankfort  are 
not  alert,  they  will  be  furrounded.
